TRACING A MURDERER.

A min was staoding ons day, with
! a kiod of unoccupied eir, a few steps
from the door of the telegraph office,
on Second streat, Sasramento. What
wsa remarkable aboat him was3, that
there was nothing remarkable about
him at sll—t> the casuil eye. He
was & man of very ordiuary appear-
ance, of ordica~y size, of cordinary
complexion, with an ordinary face,and
especlally an ordiaary ese. Hestood
with his hands idly down into the
pockets of a long, loose coat, as
they had droppad thera themsalves,

and he had not taken the trouble to
pull them cutr, and he seemed to be
neither thinking of, caring about, nor
looking at anything.

A boy messenger came tripping out
of the telegraph office, taking two or
three ateps at once, as it has been
hsndsomely expressed, and, happen-
ing to see the uninterested man, whom
he he had seen before, he stopped
short and said:

Then ha got
up, hastened to his tent, found his
wife dead, and wa have some fear that
an attempt will be made to lyrch him.
In fact thsre's little doubt of his guilt,
but there's no positive proof; and the
case noeds working ap.”

“Various suspicious circumstances,
His unlikely etory of having elept out
all night, when within a few handred
yarde of his temporary homa and not
waking before 9."

Datective Black, who wore a red
shirt, was conducted to the scene of
the murder. He saw the body at the
office of the corener; he saw the phy-
sician; he saw everybody in Marys-
ville; he eaw and talked with Wolf
three quatters of an honr. Then he
eaid to the sheriff:

“Ha didn’t do 11.”

“Bat,” eaid Willlam Black, ‘““keep
him in custody till yon hear from me.
Don’t let the peopls get hold ot him,
though; for I suppose they would
lynch him at a venturs.”

Jute Cultare in Louisiana.
New York Sun,

In 1873 the amount paid for jute
imported into the United Btates was
$4,600,000; in 1880, for tho year
ending June 30, It was §7,000,000,
snd this year it will, in all probabili-
ty, reach the round sum of §10,000,-
000. Jute is an snnual plant of the
order filiaceae, and of the genus cer-
chorus capsularis. Its stem Is from
one-half inch to one inch In diame-
ter, grows to the height of ten or
twelve feet, Is very atraight, and
branches only at the top. It has
sharply terraied, lsnceclated leaves,
about six inches loeg acd nearly two
inches wide. The flowers have five
sepals and five petals. Tre stameus
are numerous, but they have only cne
pistil. The bark is fibrous, like that
of nemp or flax, and s very fine—that
is, capable of minute subdivleion—
and its belog‘so fine and of such great
length cauaesit tobe sometimes woven
with silk In cheap fabrica. The saed
iz sown In March or April, and it may
be cut InJune, Julyor Augast. 1t is
bast tocat it when it begins to blos-
som, s the fibar {8 then hetter then
when the plantis older. Afier being
cut the sterus are steeped in water t:ll
the hb:r meparates easily from the
stems, It is then prepered fur the
loom In & manner gimilsr to that In
which flax is prepared, enly the stems
are not dried and broken, as are the
flax stems. In Egypt and Syria the
corchorus olitorius {s cultivated a1 a
pot-herb. The American linden or
batswood, somatlmes called ‘‘linn
wood,” is the mosl fami!lar rapresenta-
tiva of the order to which juts be-
lonzs, aud the ranowned homey of
Lithoania {s made from Linden blos-
soms, and the highly prizod western
honey comes from apiaries which are
located nesr the great basswood
forests in tho west.

Jute Is used to make coarse cloth,
mattings, chesp earpete, burlaps,
cuarae Bagging, guuny, rice bags, cof-
fee sacks and like articies. It 18 not
good for ropes, as it can not stand the
weather, ye! our hemp ropea are fre-
quently adulierated with jate. When
tha waterfall for the head was in fash-
fcn, many were the switches which
wearo made of jute, Instead of flax, as
was often sald.

Gunony is the name of the cosrse
cloth wsed to bale cotton, The yield
of this year's cotion s eet down at
6,000,000 t> 5,250,000 bales. Eaich
bale takes about seven yards of gunny,
hence 6,000,000 bales cf cotton alone
reqnire 42,000,000 yards of cluth
made from the fiber of the jute plaut.
This is one| item, and the largest, but
to it we mnat add the bagging for the
Increasiug rice erop, and for
wheat and coffee and pepper un-
til the whole catslogue 1sfilied.

There is now no question bat that
we could supply this demand our-
selves, and prosper by the productlon
of jute. I% is m settled fact that many
of the southern states have splendid
jate-growiug lands. California, resal-
izing the benefit of its cnlture, has
bean bagging her own products from
her own eoil for several years, and it
is sald that & juie manufactory will
soun be started in thiscity. The jate
plant s considored a sare crop In this
atate. Itisno harder to raizs than
corn, and the time of harvesiing comesn
jast about the time when the cotton
planter could pnt his farm force
to the cutting of jute, snd thus few
extra bands wonld bs needed. To
caltivate {t is light labor, the rank
growth causing it to overshadow ev-
crything else in the feld, and the
yield is, te eay the least, wonderful.
Ths ends of the stems are used for
making psaper, a8 are the old racks
and bags. The stems may be used
for garden fences and coarse baskets,
and, like the willow of Dalaware and
Maryland, they make good charcoal
for gunpowdar. These ara somo ex-
tra uees to which the waste la put, as
the fibre Is the Imporiant part of the
plant.
